Information Disclosure Statement

With respect to claims 1-3, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a solid electrolytic capacitor comprising a surface opposite from a first 
surface in a base sheet is arranged with a pair of connection terminals, wherein one of 
the pair of connection terminals is connected to the plurality of anode terminals in the 
terminal group arranged on the first surface, and the other connection terminal in the 
pair of connection terminals is connected to the plurality of cathode terminals in the 
terminal group arranged on the first surface.
